IX TWO PARALLEL LINKS. 


As the president stepped on the deck 


Of the Mayllower her pins spoke the 
first salute of the morning. Leaving her 
anchorage, the Dolphin p.issed the May- 
llower, saluting as she went by. The 
jluyllower -teamed down the bay follow- 
ed by the president's yacht Sylph, having 
the "uesto of the president on board. 
Siowlv the president's 
lla^sliip moved 


out into the Sound where the battle- 
ships and cruisers lay in two parallel 
lines lengt'hwise of the Sound witli^ a 
column of destroyers Hanking each line 
of larger ships. The right column was 
composed of two divisions, the first con- 
sisting of the Kearsnrge, Illinois and 
Alabama under command of Keiir Ad- 
miral Barker; the second comprising the 
Texas, Baltimore tuiil Chicago, command- 
ed by Kear Admiral Sands. 


The left column included Kear Admiral 


Cophlim'a flagship, the Olympin nnd the 
cruiser Topeka, composing the iirst di- 
vision and the Yankee, Prairie, -Panther 
nnd Dolphin the second division,-Rear 
Admiral 
Wise 
commanding. Flanking 


the first column and between it and the 
Lung Island shore was the first division 
of the destroyer llotilla, the Decatur, 
Bainbridge, Barry, Dale ar.d Chauncoy 
under command of Lieut.

A string of code 
signals fluttered in the rigging of. the 
Dolphin, an answering flag hung limply 
from the Kearsarge's yard and many 
flags wig-wagged from ship to ship of the, 
big fleet. 


CHEERS FOR PRESIDFATT. 


With the president's nag flying from 


her main mast, the Mayflower steamed 
slowlv off to the east end of the right 
column, made a sweeping curve and mov- 
ed down through ihe lane between the 
first column of "battleships and cruisers, 
ind the first column of destroyers. Lines 
of white clad sailors manned the rails, 
mud-structure fighting tops and yards 
of the white fleet and dotted the rails of 
the dark hulled 
destroyers. 
Scurrying 


launches cleared the course of the May- 
lower and her satellite t'ae Sylph as they 
entered the lane.

A twelve pound gun in the Kearsargc s 


secondary battery spurted a little flash 
of flame'and smoke and the succession 
of presidential salutes begvxn. While the 
iinokc was drifting from the Koarsarge's 
guns her band struck

and the sailors gave the president a ring- 
ing cheer as the Mayflower moved by. 
At a speed of three miles fln hour the 
president's flagship proceeded down the 
lane, and as she approached, the guns 
of each ship in turn .-poke in salute, 
their bands and the cheers of the sailors 
joining in the tribute. The guns of the 
destroyers were silent. 


EXCHANGE OFFICIAL CALLS. 


From the bridge of the 
Mayflower, 


President Roosevelt surrounded by a 
group of admirals and guests acknowl- 
edged the salutes. At the end of the lane 
the Mayflower turned and passed down 
the line between the second column oi 
cruisers and second lino of destroyers.

FOUR BATTLESHIPS. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Aug. 17.—The 


squadron of the Russian Black Sea fleet 
under orders to sail for Turkish waters 
consists of the battleships Catherine II, 
Tria Sviatltclia, Rostislav, and Dvenad- 
xat ApostoloiF, for torpedo boat destroy- 
ers and six mine and torpedo transports. 
The squadron arrived at Scbnstopol yes 
terday preparatory to sailing last night 
for the Turkish coast. 


POWERS ACTING TOGETHER. 


LONDON, Aug. 17— According to in- 


formation in possession of diplomats in 
London there is no reason at this mo- 
mont to fear the danger of differences 
between the powers in respeet to Mace 
donia or that the trouble will spread 
beyond the confines of Turkey. One of 
these, who is participating in the ex- 
change of notes .regarding the situatiou 
said to a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press today: 


"The powers are acting harmoniously. 


Nothing had developed to indicate any 
cause for suspicion of the. motives under 
lying the demands made by Russia upon 
the porte. A full exchange of views has 
occurred between the powers interested 
Mr. Balfour's statement in the house of 
commons out lining Grea1: Britain's atti- 
tude, ar.d the warnings of Austria anc 
Russia to Bulgaria, showed that those 
three nations arc in accord and that tho 
advices received at my embassy show 
that France and Germany approve the 
policy of Russia and Austria."

said. "Xot alone in Milwaukee, where 
the population is the thickest, but also 
in the coiratry, have scores of men, wo- 
men, and chiidrc-n been bitten by mad 
dogs within the last few months. The 
cause for this state of affairs lies with 
Lhe laws of the cities and towns in the 
state. Many people labor under the im- 
iression tbat heat and lack of water will 
lisvelop 
hydrophobia, 
in an 
animal. 


Through this mistake many dcgs are 
destroyed every day who are simply in 
the throes flf Uts. The 
foam 
at 
the 


mouth of a dog is a sure sign that the 
dog is not attacked with hydrophobia, A 
rabid dog never foams at the mouth. 


"Hydrophobia, like a score of other 


diseases, comes by inoculation. It is a 
germ which no amount of heat can devel- 
op in a dog, but which can only be ac- 
quired through being bitten by one of 
its own kind or some other animal. With 
this in mind, it appears almost criminal 
on the pnrt of the Wisconsin authorities 
Hint the muzzling ordinances are not 
enforced. If dogs are muzzled during 
the summer months the germs of hydro- 
phobia will not be distributed to other 
dogs which afterward attack men and

It has long been known that individ- 


ual* can impress their 
characteristics, 


upon all things that pass through their 
bauds. This would follow from the un- 
questioned fact that 'tbe touch of ever} 
individual is different, and that the emo 
tions also have very much to do with tlie 
handling of material things that apper- 
tain to our daily lives. It would follow 
that as one's touch is delicate, another 
les» »o, another touch firm, another stil 
firmer, or less firm, equally so would-be 
impression conveyed by -the sight differ 
with the individual. 
These variations, 


affect 'Uie handwriting, and if the manu 
Bcript page bears the, characteristics 
the writer, naturally a page of _ type 
written copy might also carry with 
tbcso characteristics to <v greater -or '. 
extent. This is true and say* an ex 
change: 


•"Were half a dozen operators to us 


the same machine, paper 
and actun 


•wordfl, each printing off a dozen sheets 
and were all these 'to be mixed up in 
<rl«criminately, a practiced eye could dis 
tinguish each operator's work instant!) 


In a recent law case, where a length} 


typewritten document of many 
sheet 


was in question, it wos alleged that on 
of the pages included had been substitut 
tsd for another sheet. 
Although to 


cttiual eye all the sheets seemed to be 
tho work of one hand, experts showed 
•tha't the spacing was quite different, es- 
pecially between the end of one sentence 
and the beginning of another, and on 
tho substituted sheet the new paragraphs 
began in quite a different position on the 
lines, and 'the letters were shaky instead 
of upright and firm. And the punctua- 
tion—the crucial test—was wholly dif- 
iernttt. 


The experts wero unable to trace the 


person who had done the bogus type- 
writing, but they agreed that it was a 
young woman, and only a beginner at 
typewriting; that she was nervous, not. 
very strong, and that her education was 
only moderately good." 


This is no new discovery only perhaps 


most people have never had their at- 
tention drawn to this matter. One rea- 
son for this lack of perception of type- 
writing characteristics is thai typewrit- 
ing among letter writers outside the pro- 
fessions and business houses is by no 
means common, is in fact uncommon, 
though the number of private 
letters 


written on the typewriter is ever on the 
increase. 
But there is one class of pri- 


vate oom-spondenco which, will never be 
popular on the typewriter. The humnn 
trait here comes in convincingly and tlie 
outpourings of two pulsing hearts could 
oev«r be told so soulfully with the cold 
unimptusioned keys 
of 
a typewriter. 


But that auch a story, that same old, 
old story if attempted to be told by a 
typewritist would confirm ten times over

ICE. 


Mow- to-'Knliro Good Bnttcr In 
5am- 


iiicr Time. 


- There "are many farms with a few 
•cows, or perhaps only one, which are 
no'f'couvenient to a city,-'with ice &ri 
impossible luxury and where for this, 
reason the housewife believes she cam- 
not make good butter In summer time. 


But even taen good butter can be 


made if one knows how to meet ad- 
verse conditions and will take tie nec- 
essary trouble, saya a -writer In tho 
Sunny South.'. One prime requisite, of 
course, is cleanliness. There should bo 
enough milk vessels so that they need 
not. be all used constantly. If possible 
there should be vessels empty and air- 
ing one day for use the following day. 


The milk vessels should be rinsed out 


and thoroughly cleaned -with tepid wa- 
ter before scalding, for hot water 
would otherwise cook the mil'.c into the 
crevices, when It would be difficult to 
remove. 


A good way is to rinse out each tin 


•with cold water and then thoroughly 
scrub it inside and out with a "gener- 
ous supply of warm water. After which 
treatment scald each piece with boll- 
ing water. 


Without ice it Is quite necessary to 


churn every day in warm 
weather, 


keeping tho milk In tbe coolest place, 
which is. never in the kitchen, 


Skim the morning's milk and mix the 


cream with the night's milk, and it will 
bo "sot" and ready to cburn next morn- 
ing. 


The churning must be done early-i 


by sunrise in fact. The cream Is then 
at the right temperature, and the butter 
will be as firm and nice as one. could 
wish. 


By swinging the dish of butter with 


a stout cord drawn'into the well it will 
remain cool and tho butter hard enough 
to slice.

Why Stripping Are Hlcb. 


In referring to.the matter of.rich 


strappings, or last of the milking, Hood 
Farm Topics says: 


"Numerous explanations have been 


given of the .reason why strippiugs, or 
that portion of tbe milk which is last 
drawn from the udder, Is tho richest. 
Butter fat, being of such low specific 
gravity compared with, the watery por- 
tion of the milk in which it floats, has 
a tendency to rise to the upper portions 
of the.udder, just as it does when the 
rillk Is set for cream raising. When 
tho cream so rises, it naturally follows 
that it will be the last to come away In 
the operation of milking. 


"That there Is a marked difference In 


the quality of milk first drawn from 
tlie cow compared with that which 
comes away toward tho finish was 
clearly shown by an experiment car- 
ried out some time ago by a well 
known dairy expert He found that 
while tbe average percentage of butter 
fat in the first pint of milk withdrawn 
from the cow worked .out to only 1.32 
per cent, the butter fat in the strip- 
pings, or the last half pint, amounted 
to over 0 per ceut. There was hardly 
ony difference in the percentage of the 
other solids present in tho first drawn 
aouumrad 


nave to Clcnn Window*. 


Use newspapers for window clean- 


Ing. Fold the paper into a pad, wet It 
and squeeze out as you would a sponge. 
Rub .vigorously over tbe panes, taking 
care to have the paper wet enough to 
let the water run in streams down the 
glass. 
When you have rubbed the 


glass leave it for a few minutes and 
then polish with .a dry newspaper. Low 
priced newspapers are best for window 
cleaning, as they are not so stiff us tbe 
more expensive papers, and tho use of 
them will not only save the wear and 
tear of dusters, but will produce a 
better polish than the ordinary method 
of cleaning.

Two paral- 
lel columns of battleships and cruisers 
headed by the Kearsurge, Rear Almiral 
Barker's flagship, Hanked- by files of de-

licet, covered the placid Sound for two' 
miles otY shore from picturesque Lloyd's 
Neck and bloe!csfjing~t'he' mouth'of Oys- 
ter 
Bay presented a splendid marine 


spectacle 
abundantly 
suggestive of 


America's sea nower. 


Clustered in the mouth of the bay 


rested the president's yacht, Mayflower, 
Secretary Moody'3 oflicial craft, the Dol- 
phin and Sir Thomas Liptou's beautiful 
steam 
yacht Erin, surrounded by a 


graceful fleet of steam and sailing yacht; 
gathered to witness the imposing cere; 
luoiiy when the president and the fleet 
officially exchanged greetings. 


OCEAN LIKE A MIRROR. 


Fairer weather for the review could 


l>ot have been a^kcd. When tho presi- 
dent boarded the Mayflower's launch at 
the J. West Roosevelt Innding the big 
white shapes of the war vessels, between 
the double lines of gray destroyers loom- 
ed out of a thin haze that hung over the 
Sound. 
Hardly a ripple wrinkled the 


surface of the water. 


The Mayflower lay in the mouth of 


Oyster Bay. Nearby was the Dolphin 
•with Secretary Moody, Admiral Dewcy 
and rear admirals on board. 


Before the president arrived Secretary 


Moody, Admiral .Dcwey, Kear Admiral 
Taylor, chief of the bureau of naviga- 
tion; Rear Admiral liodgcrs, command- 
en t of the New York navy yards; Capt. 
lirowuson, commandant 
of tho naval 


academy; General ChafTcc, Sir Thomas 
Lip ton, Col. fe'liarmaii-C'rawfonl of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht club, C. Oliver Isc- 
lin, W. Butler Duncan, Woodbury Cane 
end Commodore Frederick C. Bourne of 
tho New York Yacht club were taken 
on board the Mayflower. 


IN TWO PARALLEL LINES. 


As the president stopped on the deck 


of the Mayflower her guns spoke the 
first salute of the morning. Leaving her 
anchorage the Dolphin passed the May- 
flower, saluting as she went by. The 
Mayflower steamed down the bay follow- 
ed by the president's yacht Sylph, having 
the guests of thu president on board. 
Slowly the president's 
flagship moved 


out into the Sound whore the battle- 
ships and cruisers lay in two parallel 
lines lunglihwiae of the Sound with a 
column of destroyers flanking each line 
of larger ships. The right column was 
composed of two divisions, the first con- 
sisting of the Kearsnrgc,- Illinois and 
Alabama under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Barker; the second comprising the 
Texas, Baltimore ami Chicago, conunand- 
ed by Rear Admiral Sands. 


The left column included Rear Admiral 


Coghlan'a flagship, the Olyinpia .and tiie 
cruiser Topcka,' composing the first di- 
vision and the Yankee, Prairie, Panther 
and Dolphin the second division,'Rear 
Admiral Wise commanding. Flanking 
the first column and between it and the 
Long Island shore was the first division 
of the destroyer flotilla, the Dccatur, 
ttainbridge, Barry, Dale and Chaunccy 
under command of Lieut. L. H. Clmnd- 
Icy. Lying outside of all of the remain- 
der of the fleet was a flanking column of 
destroyers including the Truxtbn, Word- 


en, Whipple, Stewart . and Lawrence 
commanded by Lieut. H. K. Benham. 


Surrounding them was - a flotilla of 


steam craft of all description numbering 
a hundred vessels and including splendid 
great steam yachts, A string of code 
signals fluttered in the rigging of the 
Dolphin, an answering flag hung limply 
from the Kearsarge's yard .and many 
flags wig-wagged from ship to ship of the 
big fleet. 


CHEERS FOR PRESIDENT. 


With -the president's .flag flying from 


her main mast, the Mayflower steamed 
slowly 'off to the east end of the right 
column, made a sweeping curve and mov- 
ed down through 'the lane between the 
first column of battleships and cruisers, 
and the first column of destroyers. Lines 
of white clad sailors manned the rails, 
superstructure fighting tops and yards 
of the white fleet and dotted the rails of 
the dark hulled 
destroyers. 
Scurrying 


launches cleared the course of the May- 
flower and her satellite the Sylph a-s they 
entered the lane. 


A twelve pound gun in the Kearsargc's 


secondary battery spurted a little flash 
of flame and smoke and the succession 
of presidential salutes began. While the 
smoke .was drifting from the Kearsarge's 
guns her band struck up 
"Columbia" 


and the sailors gave the president a ring- 
ing cheer as the Mayflower moved by. 
At a speed of three miles an hour the 
president's flagship proceeded down the 
lane, and as she' approached, the guns 
of each ship in turn spoke in salute, 
their bands a^d the cheers of the sailors 
joining in the tribute. 
The guns of the 


destroyers were silent. 


EXCHANGE OFFICIAL CALLS. 


From the bridge of the 
Mayflower, 


President Roosevelt surrounded by a 
group of admirals and guests flcknowl- 
cdged the salutes. At the end of the lane 
the Mayflower turned and passed clown 
the line between the second column of 
cruisers and second line of destroyers. 
One after another the guns of the Dol- 
phin, Panther, Prairie, Yankee, Topeka 
and Olyiupia saluted until having encir- 
cled the fleet aud completed the 
first 


part of the review the Mayflower stopp- 
ed at the head of the two columns be- 
tween the. Kearsarge and Olympia. As 
a naval picture it was 'splendid and in- 
spiring. 
Launches put off 
from 
the 


warships and iscurried over to the May- 
'fTowe'r, 'conveying the commanders and 
flag, officers^ to. jify^jtheir respects to the 
president. 'This fo'rmality completed the 
president, boarded the Mayflower's launch 
and was conveyed to the Kearsarge, to 
return the official 'call. 


Twenty-one guns from her secondary 


battery spoke an official welcome and an 
equal number ab parting. .In turn he 
visited each of the battleships and cruis- 
ers, the ceremony being repeated in each 
instance. 


TWO HOURS FOR REVIEW. 


As the president visited each ship, not 


only that ship but every other battle- 
ship and cruiser joined in the salute both 
at his arrival and 
departure. 
With 


twelve ships firing at one time each a 
salute of twenty-one guns the cannonad- 
ing resembled that of a fleet in action. 


It required two .hours for the president 


to complete his round of visits and at 
the end of his lour every ship in the 
fleet except the destroyers had sainted 
him twenty-five times, a total of 6,300 
guns. Most of the guns used were 18, 
12, 6 or 4 pounders. 
For more than 


•three hours the ships lay motionless 
under a scorching sun with only breeze 
enough to clear away the smoke of the 
guns. 
During all that time the sailors 


continued to man the yards, rails or tops 
of every ship of the fleet. On his visit 
to the ivearsarge the president inspected 
the after turret and the ship's crew was 
mustered aft for his inspection. Admiral 
Dcwey and some of the other admirals 
accompanied the president on his visit 
to the ships. The fleet was due to pass 
in review before the Mayflower at 1:30 
and them proceed to Portland, Me., but 
the ships hod not left their anchorages 
at 2 n. m

zat ApostolofF, for torpedo boat destroy- 
ers and six mine and torpedo transports.

POWERS ACTING TOGETHER. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—According to in- 


formation in possession of diplomats in 
London there is no reason at this mo- 
ment to fear the danger of differences 
between the powers in respect to Mace- 
donia or that the trouble will spread 
beyond the confines of Turkey. One of 
these, who is participating in the ex- 
change of notes regarding the situation 
said to a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press today: 


"The powers arc acting harmoniously. 


Nottiing had developed to indicate any 
cause for suspicion of the motives under- 
lying the demands made by Russia upon 
the porte. A full exchange of views has 
occurred between the powers interested. 
Mr. Balfour's statement in the house of 
commons outlining Great Britain's atti- 
tude, and the warnings of Austria and 
Russia to Bulgaria showed that those 
three nations arc in accord and that tbo 
advices received at my embassy show 
that France and Germany approve the 
policy of Russia and Austria." 


War between Turkey 
and 
Bulgaria 


might lead to a general conflagration. 
It is to prevent complications of such a 
grave character that every effort is be- 
ing made by the powers to maintain 
peace between those countries. 


DIPLOMATS ARE ANXIOUS. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Aug. 17.—The for- 


eign diplomats hero are anxiously watch- 
ing the effect of the memorandum which 
the Bulgarian government has presented 
to the powers on the subject of the con- 
dition of affairs 
in Macedonia. They-

reserved for manifestos issued on the 
eve of war although it is regarded as 
being quite improbable that the memo- 
randum was a prelude in the present 
case to anything more serious than in- 
creased tension.

mouth of a dog is a sure sign that the 
clog is not attacked with 'hydrophobia. A 
rabid dog never foams at the mouth. 


"Hydrophobia, like a score of other 


diseases, conies by inoculation. It is a 
germ which no amount of heat can devel- 
op in a dog, but which can only be ac- 
quired through being bitten by one of 
its own kind or some other animal. With 
tliis in mind, it appears almost criminal 
on tho part of the Wisconsin authorities 
that the muzzling ordinances are not 
enforced. If dogs are muzzled during 
the summer months the germs of hydro- 
phobia will not be distributed to other 
dogs which afterward attack men' and 
women."

SYNOPSIS OF. GAME BATVS. 


The last legislature made several 


changes in the game law?, most impor- 
tant being the absolute prohibition of 
the sale of game. A synopsis of 
the 


game laws- as they, now stand, prepared 
by the state game warden, follows. 


The sale of all game ia prohibited, and. 


all shipments of gone must be accom- 
panied* by the sliipjec holding license 
duly issued to him. 


Licenses. Resident licenses, costing $1 


issued by county clerks. Non-resident, 
deer and'small game, $25; small.game 
only, $10; issued by game warden, Mad- 
ison, Wis. (The $25 license entitles, the 
holder to transport out of the state two 
deer and fifty game birds, and the $10 
license fifty game birds only. 


Deer. No open season in Fond du Lac, 


Sheboygan, Slanitowoc and 
Calumet 


counties at any time. No open, season 
in La Crosse, Monroe, Vernon, Trempeal- 
eau and Jackson counties until 
1907. 


Open season in Sauk, Adams, Columbia, 
Richland and Marquette counties dur- 
ing the last ten days in November. All 
counties not named above have open sea- 
son from November 11 to November 30 
inclusive. 
. 


Prohibited Methods of Hunting Deer. 


With dogs, in the night, artificial lights,: 
in water, by pit-fall or pits with, snares, 
or traps, set guns, and fawn in spotted 
coat or deer in read coat. 


.Wjld. Duck, Brant and-other. Aquatia 


Fowl. 'May. ,be hunted between Septem- 
ber; 1 and January 1, and between. April 
10 to 25. (It is unlawful.to kill, hunt 
or pursue any teal, mallard or wood 
duck, during the open season between 
April 10 ana 25 or to kill more than fif- 
teen duck in any one day during open 
season in the spring.) 


All open water shooting of ducks is 


prohibited, and number of decoys is lim- 
ited to 25. 


Open Season. For woodcock, part- 


ridge, prairie chicken, pheasant and 
grouse of any variety, and plover, from 
September 1 to December 1. (Prairie 
chickens must not be 'hunted in Brown, 
Kewaunee, Door, Outagamie and Marin- 
ette counties until September 1, 1905. 


Rabbits and Squirrels, open season 


from September 1 to following May 1. 


Swan, Mongolian, Chinese or English 


pheasants, quail, carrier or homing pig- 
eons, harmless birds, or the nests or eggs 
of any harmless bird or water fowl, must 
not be molested. 


Closed season for game fish, except 


brook trout, from March 1 to May 25, 
Must not be sold during closed season. 
Closed season for brook trout from Sep- 
tember 1 to AprillS. 


Shipments of brook trout are limited 


to not to exceed twenty pounds, and 
must btt.accompanied by snipper. Other 
game fisJi may be. shipped to<.20-pound 
lots, not oftener than once a week by, 
the same party. 


Angling and trolling are tho only'law- 


ful methods of taking fish from the in- 
land waters ol the state, cxotept that a 
spear may be used to take coarse fish, in 
the day time only.

DATES BACK BEFORE 1841. 


Catholicism in Racine dates back to 
arlier than 1841. The first Catholic 
ettlers were, attended by the.few inis- 
ionary priests who comprised the ad- 
ance guard of the church throughout 
he northwest. 
The first of ^these to vis- 


t Racine was the Rev. Father Morrisey, 
vlio said mass in a private house. Rev. 
iundig 
commenced making visits in 


841. As the Catholic population in- 
ircased a piece of property was purchas- 
;d on Fifth street, where the Western 
Union Telegraph office is now located, 
ipon which an unpretentious building 
vas erected. This was the first Catholic 
:hurch ever built in the Belle City and 
vas dedicated to St. Luke. In less than 
.wo years this building was found to be 
:oo'small and steps were taken toward 
.lie erection of a new structure. For 
.his purpose a Mr. Riordon donated two 
ots at tlic corner of Lake avenue and 
Eighth street. In 1S45 a church was 
uilt large enough to accommodate the 
vholc 
Catholic population. The 
old 


church was sold and Rev. Father F. Pen 
dergast was appointed the firet resident 
pastor by Bishop Heui. He remained 
one year and ws.s succeeded by P. F. 
Fander, who remained two years. Then 
father Shrandenbach served three years 
incl after John \V. Norris was pastor, 
and he was succeeded by. Rev. Kundig. 
During liis-t\vo years' pastorate the Ger- 
man and English Catholics separated and 
the St. Patrick's church was built on 
St. Clair street, with .Rev. Smith first 
pastor. It was then that the St. Mary's 
church was dedicated. Among the very 
earliest members was Michael Kcidel. 
now living on the north side. 


ST. MARY'S CHURCH BUILT. 


After this there were' many pastors. 


Rev. 
Father Albcrs became pastor in 


1SSO and continued until 1890, when the 
present pastor, Rev. Theodore Meyer 
succeded him. It was during the pastor- 
ate of Rev. Father Albers that the pres- 
ent magnificent ediflcc 
of St. 
Mary's 


was built, and the present school house 
was inagugurated by him and others, 
who built the first buildings. At pres. 
ent the congregation has in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 families and the schoo' 
over 200 scholars. There are many so- 
cieties ill connection with the St. Mary's 
congregation. Rev, Father T. Meyers 
the present pastor, has done and is do 
iijg great work. He is a man of ability 
and did valuable work before he came 
to Kacine in various parishes of the 
state.

Attorney Golden: f or the defense; stated 
that a motion for a new trial w6u1d be 
made as soon as possible. -The general 
opinion seems to be that the,.motion will 
'be overruled by the court and that it

KILLS 7 IN MAD FRENZY 


Insane Kansas Youth Fires into 


Crowd of 3,000 Attending 


Band Concert. 


WICHITA, Kas., Aug. 14.—Gilbert 


Twigg, a young college student at Win- 
field, thirty miles south of here, and 
supposed to have been insane, shot into 


crowd attending a band concert last 


light and killed seven persons, fatally 
wounded two and (sixteen more are in 
the hospitals. Tlie shooting was purely 
wanton. lie stood in an alley near 
where the concert was held and dcliber- 
itely emptied the contents of a shotgun 
and a revolver. He then shot himself. 


The band had just finished playing 


'Hiawatha" when Twigg came up and 
fired both barrels of his shotgun at the 
bandstand. R. E. Oliver, 
a 
musician, 


fell, with his back and arms full of shot. 


The crowd surged toward Twigg and 


he, having reloaded .his piece,.fired two 
charges into the a(ueUencc. Men and wo- 
men fell to the ground in pain,: crushing 
children beneath them. 


Twigg reloaded"and fired several times 


at the fleeing women and men. At last 
Policeman George Nichols 
confronted 


Twigg just as the madman had discharg- 
ed his gun. 


Twigg dropped the shotgun, and, draw- 


ing a pistol, fired at the policeman. The 
bullet went wild. Before 
Twigg 
had 


time to fire a second bullet, Nichols put 
a bullet through the man's abdomen. 
Twigg fell mortally 
wounded. He en- 


deavored to fire again at Nichols, but 
tlie bullet entered his own chin, passing 
out through the top of his head.

HVMA-K 1MFRES9IONS. 


It has long been known thai individ- 


ual* can impress their 
characteristics 


upon all things that pass through their 
h&ods. This .would follow from the un- 
questioned fact that 'the touch of every 
individual is different, and that the emo- 
tions also have very much to do with the 
handling of material things that apper- 
'fcain to our daily lives. It would follow 
that as one's touch is delicate, another 
less »o, another touch firm, another still 
firmer, or less firm, equally so would the 
impression conveyed by the sight differ 
•with the individual. 
These variations 


affect 'the handwriting, and if the manu- 
script page bears the characteristics of 
the writer, naturally a page of type- 
written copy might also carry with it 
these characteristics to a greater -or less 
extent. This is true and says an ex- 
change : 
. 
- 


•"Were half a dozen operators to use 


the same maclhine, paper 
and actual 


words, each -printing off a dozen sheets, 
and were all these 'to be mixed up in- 
discriminately, a practiced eye could dis- 
tinguish each operator's work instantly. 


In a recent law case, where a lengthy 


typewritten document of many sheets 
wae in question, it was alleged that one 
of the pages included had been substitut- 
ed for another sheet. 
Although to a 


caiual eye all the sheets seemed to be 
the work of one hand, experts showed 
tha't the spacing was quite different, es- 
pecially between the end of one sentence 
and the beginning of another, and on 
the substituted sheet the new paragraphs 
began in quite a different position on the 
lines, and 'the letters were shaky instead 
of upright and firm. And the punctua- 
tion — the crucial test — was wholly dif- 
fersnt. 


The experts were unable to trace the 


person who had done the bogus type- 
writing, but 'they agreed that it was a 
young woman, and only a beginner at 
typewriting; that she was nervous, not 
very strong, and that her education was 
only moderately good." 


This is no new discovery only perhaps 


most people have never had their at 
ttntion drawn to this matter. One rea- 
son for this lack of perception of type- 
writing characteristics is that typewrit- 
ing among letter writers outside the pro- 
fessions and business houses is by no 
means common, is in fact 
uncommon, 


though the number of private letters 
written on the typewriter is ever on the 
increase. But there is one class of pri- 
vate correspondence which will never be 
popular on the typewriter. The human 
trait here comes in convincingly and the 
outpourings of two pulsing hearts could 
never be told so soulfully with the cold 
unimpagaioned keys 
of 
a typewriter. 


But that such a story, that same old, 
old story if attempted to be told by a 
typewritist would confirm leu times over 
the truth of the assertion that the hu- 
man 
characteristics 
appear 
just 
as 


•trongly in typewriting as in any other 
form of expression and th«t the expert 
could read between the lines is beyond 
•11 question. 


A SfRW PHASE OIT IPfFT.ATION. 
The Inflationists are again active, but 


this time the grecnbacker is silent while 
the world of stock speculation has taken 
up the old time chorus.

of permitting banks to 
issue 


emergency . circulation bearing sufficient 
r»ta of interest to induce 
retirement

baaed upon government bonds and furth- 
er secured by a guflieien t tax to ercal-e a 
redemption fund, but to permit issuance 
of currency to » large percentage of the 
bank capital or practically all, and to 
secure government deposits by means of 
«t*te, municipal and railroad bonds of 
approved dividend paying qualities. 
' The AJdrich proposition is to "author- 
ize the secretary of the treasury to ac- 
cept also state bonds, the bonds of mu- 
nicipalities twenty-five yeara old that 
have not defaulted in ten years and 
whose net debt does not exceed 10 per 
cent of the value of their taxable prop- 
erty, and first mortgage bonds of any 
railroad company which lias paid divi- 
dend* of not less than 4 per cent regu 
larly for not lest than ten years, the 
banks to pay not less than 1% per cent 
interest for the use of the money depos- 
ited with them and the government's 
claim to be a first lien on the assets ol 


There are objections to this, one ema- 


nating from a leading Washington cor 
respondent, who «ayt in the Sentinel: 


"One ia that the government gets »er- 


ice from the depositories in the small 
;owns >for the use of its money, and they 
would not ask for deposits if required 
;o pay interest in addition ito this ser-ji 
vice. Another is that;the state, rminiei- 
>al, a-nd railroad ;bonds the senator pro-, 
poses to .substitute as security .are avail- 
able only in the -money centers. The 
)ank,ers iti the provincial cities wo,uld 
iave to buy them in the open market 
and could not handle ;them as readily as 
the great -banks in the metropolitan 
cities. This provision would help only 
;he .-banks that make a business of hand- 
ing, state, municipal, and railroad se- 
curities, while ijill would be helped equal- 
ly ;if half the bonds now required as se- 
curity for government .deposits were re- 
leased, and thus rendered available as a 
basis for additional -bank note circula- 
tion." 


It is possible some changes migTit be 


made on conservative lines, but they 
will hnve to be very conservative if it is 
desired to ;mect with the acceptance of 
the mass of the people who have passed 
through several phases of the inflation 
fever and a Biimber of campaigns of ed- 
ucation. 


CO1.OHISG SIATTBH IS BUTTER. 
Now this Dr. H. W. Wiley, 'the dil- 


igent government pure food investigator, 
or rather the government chemist in 
the agricultural bureau, lias sent out a 
circular of. warning against the color- 
ing matter used in coloring regular but- 
ter, saying if people desire to have a. 
beautiful skin they must avoid the use 
of saffron colored butter and that fur- 
ther the use of a«iiline dyes used as in- 
gredients in the coloring matter are poi- 
sonous and ruinous to the complexion. 
This information is 'taken from the pub- 
lication of "What to eat," and 
could 


hardly have been misinterpreted since 
the name of Dr. Wiley is used. The fur- 
ther information is given that this Wiley 
circular is commented upon by W. W.

This 
is a big question and the dairy and food 
commissioners will have io get together 
on the matter. 
Butter of course looks 


better when it is colored, but we don't 
want it colored with the poisonous in- 
gredients. Last year 'the farmers in -this 
state were paid $14,000,000 for milk to 
be made into butter, so yau can see what 
the problem means to Minnesota." 


If this is -true, congress sadly neglected 


the interests of butter consumers in the 
oleomargarine legislation when it did not 
at the same time provide against -the use 
of coloring matter in pure butter. This 
thing was suggested but the dairy inter- 
ests effectually prevented any interfer- 
ence with -the coloring of butter, and 
it does seem that if oleomargarine mak- 
ers can be prevented from using ft known 
harmless coloring matter as is cotton 
seed oil, 'tha-t butter'makers should also 
be compelled to sell butter for' precisely 
what it is, and not what it is when col- 
ored up 
as these men charge, with

OUTl INCREASING FOREIGN TRADE. 


The figures now for imports and ex- 


ports are over a billion each. It lias ta- 
ken the import column s-onie time to pass 
the billion mark but it has finally sue 
ceeded in so doing, though the erport 
mark has been -above the billion mark 
seven years, eight in all counting 1892, 
the last of the McKinley tariff years. 
Then was skipped from 1903 to 
1897 


when the billion mark was again reached 
and ever since has been largely exceed- 
ed. 


The imports reached for the last fiscal 


year the tremendous volume of $1,025,- 
619,127 and the exports $1,410,931,290, 
« total of foreign business of $2,445,610,- 
417 as compared with a total of $2,310- 
037,127 previous year. A review of the 
foreign trade says: The single year in 
which the value of 
exports, exceeded 


those of 1903 is the fiscal year 1901, 
whea .the total wns $1,437,764,091. The 
imports exceeded, those of 1803 by about 
$159,000,000, and the exports exceeded 
those of 1803 by about $527,000,000. .The 
imports therefore have increased IS.4 
per cent during the decade and expor'ts 
have increased fiT.ii per cent during the 
same period. 


Comparing 'fclie figures of 
1903 with 


those at decennial periods of earlier 
dates, it may be said that the imports 
ol 1853 were $203,000,000; those for 
1863, $243,000,000; for 1873, $042,000,- 
000; for 1883, $723,000,000; for 
1803, 


$800,000,000, and for 1003, $1,025,000,000; 
The exports of 1853 were $203,000,000; 
those for 18(13, $204,000,000; for 1873, 
$322,000,000; for 1883, $823,000,000; for 
1893, $347,000,000; and those for 
11)03 


were within a fraction of $1,420,000,000. 


The imports of 1003 -therefore arc less 


than four times those of 1853, while the 
exports', for 1903 are practically seven 
times those of 1853. The growth in im- 
portation, which is the most 
striking 


characteristic of the year's commerce, is 
largely in materials lor use in manufac- 
turing.1'

erican soldier who can boast of being a 
D»to chief in the Philippines, suy» these

it should be left untouched by our gov- 
ernment. The captain says: "Slavery is 
intimately connected with their religion

"I believe tie question of slavery is 


one that had better be left untouched 
until 
it 
is 
better 
understood/' 


said the officer. 
"The 
Moros should 


have a government that they can under- 
stand. It should be the policy of the 
United States to leave alone the. ques- 
tion of slavery until such a government 
is established. 
, 


"We cannot afford to tear down their 


established form of government without 
giving them something better, and I fear 
it will be long time before this can be 
done." 


There 
1ms been 
considerable 
said 


about,-this slavery feature of the Moros, 
but its features as says this army cap- 
tain has not been understood and is not 
slavery in the sense the term is used. 
It would be foolish to deny that a form 
of servitude does exist among these 
half civilized tribes and tha't such is a 
heritage corning to us by no voluntary 
act of our own. There 
was no other 


course to follow with the Philippines 
and we have pursued our way according 
to the best lights we had. All in due 
time, even this religions sort of slavery, 
will be effectually effaced as the lights 
of civilization are impressed upon these 
people, who as our beneflcient rule es- 
tablishes itself, 
will voluntarily agree 


to abolish the few remaining remnants 
of servitude. 
' 


It is now discovered our new immi- 


gration law contains defects that will 
tend materially -to obstruct the proper 
workings. It is difficult now at this date 
to fix the responsibility for serious de- 
facts but it would seem at least, it is not 
wholly due to lack of information. This 
admitted defect rather provision, has 
taken away from our consuls the power 
they possessed before that of supervis- 
ion and preventing the going forward of 
such immigrants as in their opinion were 
undesirable under the conditions we had 
prescribed. To -these consuls, as a means 
of helping them in the work, steamship 
companies 
had 
to 
submit lists of 


immigrants proposing to take passage, 
their home ports, and other information 
from which the consuls could determine 
the qualifications generally. 
The new 


law does away with these sensible pro- 
visions and leaves the masses of immi 
grants to bo dealt with on arriving and 
that it is unsatisfactory is now admit- 
ted. 
Tho provisions are grossly inade- 


quate for relieving the country from 
the presence of thousands upon thous- 
of undesirable immigrants, but the floods 
continue unchecked, and .the immigrants 
refused admission arc just as apt to be 
in fact, hard working people, in good 
physical condition, honest and desirable 
new stock, but short a few dollars, as 
•they arc to be wholly undesirable and 
'lacking the qualifications so 
desirable. 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press in discuss- 


ing -the question and referring to 
the 


report of our commissioner Mr. Braun, 
--who was sent abroad to 
investigate, 


says:

postmasters 
and

panics have succeeded in working up 
an enormous traffic among the ignorant 
and destitute classes. The contract la- 
bor law is persistently violated by these 
companies and by their agents, none of 
whom cares anything about the interest 
of this country and all of whom care 
very .much cbout their petty commis- 
sions. That this sort of thing ought to 
be stopped is indicated by Mr. Braun's 
finding a thousand destitute emigrants 
in one horde of 2,500 waiting shipment 
a-t a -German port. This fa.ct alone shows 
the need of restoring the consular pow- 
ers of supervision and o! providing rigid 
inspection at the principal ports of ship- 
ment, and even in the principal districts. 


Rather than impose on ourselves a 


mass of immigrants who ore not only 
degraded but irreclaimable -the country 
can afford to go to considerable expense 
to -maintain agents abroad. 


Poverty or illiteracy, however, do not 


necessarily connote undesirability. Tho 
personal equation is everything in deter- 
mining fitness for citizenship. But per- 
sonal characteristics can only be deter- 
mined by investigations at the point of 
origin. 
It would not be feasible, per- 


haps, to subject intended immigrants to 
30 minute a personal investigation, but 
it would be possible to come closer to 
such an investigation than we do. Rigid 
rules tinder the present system arc nec- 
essary, but in applying them to the mass 
the country is likely to shut out desir- 
able immigran'ts and to -admit undesir- 
able ones.". 


THE SWELLING TIDE OF NEWCOM- 


ERS. 


While the incoming of the old world's 


population into this 
country 
gathers 


fresh volume, it is worth while to note 
'that the countries from which came the 
earlier streams of newcomers have ma- 
terially dried up. The newcomers are 
now nearly all from such' countries as 
Austria-Hungary, various provinces of 
the Hussion empire, the former Turkish 
states as Servia, Houmania, Montene- 
gro, and Italy. 
Certainly this is not 


supposing all the immigrants from any 
of these nations are undesirable, for un- 
doubtedly many worthy people enter our 
ports, but the vast mass of undesirable 
and illiterate .immigrants come 
from 


these countries. 


From Germany came 40.0SG; Belgium, 


3,450; the Netherlands .3,998; Norway, 
24,461; Sweden, 40,028; England 20,210; 
Switzerland 3,083; Ireland 35,310; SccJtr 
land 0',H3.; Wales, 1,275.; IVance, 3.117; 
Denmark, 7,158. 
These figures are nil 


(larger than the year previous, those from 


Germany, Sweden, Norway and Ireland 
gaining materially upon the percentage 
of total gain. 1'rom Italy came 230,622, 
from Austria-Hungary 208,011 and from 
Russia and-provinces. 13C,Oi)3, Roumaiita, 
9,310, Servia, Bulgaria and Montenegro' 
1,761, Turkey and Europe 15,200, a total 
of' 583,767; of the grand total of ,83Z;048. 
It is not to be forgotten that from the 
land of Greece alno came 14,090 newcom-; 
era. 


It is admitted the great objection to 


the floods of these newcomers from the 
latter countries mentioned, is that of 
illiteracy. 
It 'could be expected from 


the great mass of immigrants arriving 
annually on our shores that there would 
be many undesirable, but so long as the 
bars are let down i'fc is for 
our 
au- 


thorities to Imve patience arid as Well as 
people, earnestly endeavor to fit the mil- 
lions for citizenship. 


AMERICAN DIVORCES. 


Why not arbitrate this matter of Eng- 


land refusing to recognize our Dakota 
divorces. 
The late stigmatizing of Da- 


kota as a half civilized land by an Eng- 
lish court is not forgotten, but this is 
presumed to be from the ignorance of 
the English counsel as to the remarkable 
progress that has been made by these 
United States in the decades past. But 
in all seriousness has not the time ar- 
rived when congress should abolish all 
the different forty-five state laws regard- 
ing marriages and divorces, and enact a 
national law tha't be operative in every 
state and county. 
We can hardly in- 


sist upon these English courts respect- 
ing a Dakota divorce when we ourselves 
view such with disfavor. Again while 
our national constitution 
imperatively 


declares each State shall duly respect 
the laws of all other states and give rec- 
ognition thereto, in fact nothing of the 
sort occurs. The divorces of one state 
are not recognized by all the other forty- 
five states by any means and in this re- 
spect the federal constitution has long 
been trampled upon, and very possibly 
in some other matters as well. Let us 
have it so that in the future an Ameri- 
can state can not be referred to as a 
wild district of the ear'ta as did the coun- 
sel for the petitioner in a recent divorce 
case in the London divorce court. 


THAT SHRINKAGE. 


It should be understood as it doubtless 


is by most people that the enormous 
shrinkage in stocks and bonds is very 
largely and mostly a loss only of paper 
profits. 
There has been no such real 


loss aa is reported, though of course in 
comparison of prices now and in 1900 on 
the face of it there has. Many peopln 
still hold the same stocks -they did then 
and all they have in fact lost has been 
the increase in values which they did 
not realize by retaining possession. For 
instance, a person who held a railroad 
stock or bond say costing $120, saw this 
same security go up to $220, meanwhile 
getting just the same rate of dividends, 
nnd later on as at present saw this stock 
selling very near the 120 mark again, 
has in fact lost nothing, except in im- 
agination. Despite the enormous aggre- 
gate decline in values of considerably 
over a billion of dollars and as one paper 
states it at $1,766,799,000 and this not 
including all industrial stocks or miscel- 
laneous stocks, there las cot been a loss 
of a dollar of real value. 


TAKING PRECAUTIONS. 


The secretary of the agricultural bur- 


eau calls attention to the danger of the 
foot and mouth disease getting a. foot- 
hold in this country. He states the ef- 
forts to secure the disinfection of hides 
and of wool in the Soutn American ports 
before being shipped to this country had 
not been very successful, and unless our 
consuls were more fortunate in this re- 
spect, the government will require as a 
condition of entry into our ports satis- 
factory disinfection before shipment or 
else prohibition of hides and wool from 
these ports will be enforced. It is said 
this remonstrance is particularly direct- 
ed against Argentina and that country 
must come to time, or else it will be un- 
able to ship its hides or wool to United 
States ports. 
The secretary says the 


last foot and mouth disease cost the gov- 
ernment not less than $250,000, and 
should the dreaded disease manifest it- 
self in the southwest nnd the west, the 
consequences would indeed be costly in 
every way. This expense would not only 
be as to cost of combatting- the disease, 
but all Europe would inevitably close 
their ports to our live stock, live or dead 
ns well as raw wool.

egraph columns to the .effect that Japan 
is massing for war 
with Russia 
and 


that sort of thing. It is stated Russia is 
also massing her ships in some harbor 
she has appropriated to herself out there 
and shortly the- dogs of war will be let 
loose.

Ice-saving schemes are absurd, defeat- 


ing the purpose of the refrigerator. 


It is the food that is to be kept in- 


stead of the ice. Keeping ice in the sick- 
room or at a picnic is another matter. 


Overripe fruits and vegetables are a 


menace 'to health if left in the rcfrigtr- 
otor. 


A cellar or other damp place is no 


place for the refrigerator. 
On the other 


hand it should not be put out of doors 
unprotected. 


If much ice be used on the table and 


Jor other purposes an. authority advises 
a storage box for the extra ice. 


It should be sponged out often with 


warm water in which a little soda has 
been dissolved and.the drain should not 
"be neglected. 


fehouM ants get into the refrigerator 


a saucer of tartar emetic mixed with 
sugar and water should be.placed there- 
in. It will drive thorn away. 


Do not think of covering the shelves 


with cloth or paper any more than you 
do 'the ice. There must be good circu- 
lation, with consequent melting of ice 
to preserve the food therein.

Clear Starching.—An English matron

Squeeze them, shake them gently and 
again hang them up to dry. When dry 
dip them twice or thrice in clear water, 
squeeze them, spread them on a linen 
cloth, roll them up in it and let them 
lie an 
hour before ironing them.

small piece of white wax added to the 
starch prevents the i-ron from sticking 
and gives a glossv surface to the mater- 
ial. 


Grape Juice.^According to a. pham- 


phlct recently issued by the department 
of agriculture, grape jxtice is a healthful, 
refreshing and delicious beverage and one 
which may be used in a. great many 
ways. 
For invalids two tablespoonfuls 


of grape juice should be put in a glass, 
to which add the beaten white of an egg 
•and a little chopped iec. Sprinkle pow- 
dered sugar over the top. The drink is 
popular in certain sanitariums. 


Sawdust for Wounds.—Fine sawdust 


has been suggested as a dressing for 
wounds and as a vehicle for antiseptics. 
The finely sifted dust, when used alone, 
is said to make a clean and pleasant 
dressing, for it readily absorbs the dis- 
charges without becoming lumpy or ad- 
heving ami it is as easily rendered anti- 
septic as cotton wool. It is said that the 
sawdust "of the yelJow pine, rich as it is 
in turpentine, would alone prove a val- 
uable -antiseptic application for wounds. 


To remove grass stains wash in clean, 


cold, soft water without soap bqforc gar- 
ment is otherwise wet. 


All traces of mud can be removed from 


black clothes by rubbing the spots with 
a raw potato cut in half. 


Never sit facing a strong light. 
If 


possible, let the light fall on work or 
book from over the left shoulder. 


Don't walk too far at first, when tak- 


ing up outdoor exercise for the sake of 
your complexion. 
Stop just short of 


being tired'. 


Don't bend the knees in walking. No 


one wants to appear "weak-kneed." if 
you do you cannot be a poem when you 
walk. 


White kid gloves and slippers can be 


cleaned with dry pipe clay. Use a stitl 
brush for the purpose and rub till the 
spots disappear. 


'Don't swallow food without mastica- 


tion. Modern cookpry, by making rrm- 
sticAition almost unnecessary, is respons- 
ible for much decay of the teeth. 


Very wo,t boots should be filled with 


cats when they are taken off and allow- 
ed to remain till the next day. The 
oats will absorb the moisture and keep 
the original shape of the boots. 


'Bilious headache may often be relieved 


by drinking two tcaspoonfuls of finely 
prowdered charcoal dissolved in half a 
glass of water. A seidlitz powder should 
be taken one hour later. 


Nose bleed can be stopped in a short 


lime by placing a small wad of paper or 
muslin between the upper teeth and the 
lip.

Clean your walls, whether tinted or 


papered, with bread which is not less 
than a day old.

-take a clean piece, for rubbing with dir- 
ty bread only rubs in stains instead of 
removing them.

Borax is used in 'the laundry to soften

Ih this manner 
the food . may ..be kept hot without be- 
ing dried up, as it is sure to be if put 
in the oven. 


To make a good furniture polish, dis- 


solve four ounces orange shellac in one 
quart of 95 per cent alcohol; to this add 
one quart of linseed oil and one pint of 
turpentine; when thoroughly mixed add 
four ou'nces of sulphuric ether and four 
ounces aqua ammonia. . Apply with a 
cloth or sponge and rub the surface well 
until the polish appears.

GENERAL MILES 


President Not Apologizing for 


the Course He Pursued. 


Thinks He Pursued Honest and Manly 


Way—Two Sides to Story^ 


Gen. Young Takes Oath 


Ahead of Time. 


STANDING ARMY OF 100,000 


Jiunoa >T. .11111 Snys Suuli Force Should 


Alwnys bo Maintained. 


ST. PAUB, Minn... Aug. 15—At a ban- 


quet given'last night in honor of Colnnel 
Poncl of the United States army Jaincs 
J. Hill was-one of the principal speak- 
ers. He said: 


"I am not overrating the demand when 


I say that it is imperative that the Un- 
ited States maintain the nucleus always, 
and the organization find the officers for 
an army of 200,000 men. With our var- 
ied interests, with our expanding com- 
merce, and with out ever increasing pow- 
er, this strength is not more than suffi- 
cient for our vises in times of stress and 
danger. 
However that may be, I am 


thoroughly convinced that the United 
States should maintain at all times an 
army of. 100,000 thoroughly drilled, thor- 
oughly disciplined, thoroughly 
trained, 


and thorp uglily officered men. 


• The- extension of political campaigns 
through means of summer assemblages is 
to be deplored. 


Wellman in Record Herald: Some of 


the president's most competent advisers 
ar.d most earnest well wishers believe a 
mistake was made in retiriug 
General 


Miles without a word of commendation 
for his distinguished 
services to 
his 


country. 
The American people do not 


like vindictivcness; they do not like nar- 
rowness. Irrespective of General Miles' 
conduct during the last few years—his 
alleged insubordination, his penchant for 
trouble-making, his indiscreet utterances 
—the ftict-"remains 'that he was a fine 
soldier; that he gave many of the best 
years of his life to the service of his 
country; that he was wounded in battle, 
and that he rose -to be the chief of the 
American army and stood before 
the 


world as a splendid type of the Ameri- 
can, soldier, volunteer and regular.

These friends of the 
president 
who 


think a mistake was made in retiring 
him without a word1 of praise 
say 
it 


would have been so- efl.sy for 'the presi- 
dent'to adopt the more generous course. 
He could have published general orders 
of retirement referring to General Miles' 
fine record in the civil war and in various 
Indian campaigns. 
It would not have 


been necessary to' say a word about the 
Spanish war or any recent occurrences, 
•or to have given even a hint of the re- 
tiring officers unfortunate penchant; for 
qwirrelihg with all his'superiors. If this 
had bceii done General 
Miles 
would 


have disappeared from public notice with 
.in almost startling suddenness. A little 
magnanimity, a little generous willing- 
ness to bury the quarrels and give the 
retiring soldier the benefit of his long 
and distinguished career, would 
have 


brought about the end pleasantly 
and 


effectually. There is no doubt that Gen- 
oral Miles himself is

Thnnks to President Roosevelt

tonths of the people believe he has l?cen 
harshly, even brutally, treated, and their 
sympathy will do much more in the 
way of giving him popularity than any 
of his achievements as a soldier.

1 At the same time it is no more than 
just to give 1'resideat Hoosevelt's views 
of the matter. Friends of the nresident, 
who have been inconsulation with him 
Concerning this ease and who, of course, 
know his opinions, do not deny that the 
retirement of General llilcs 
in silence 


was the deliberate act of the commander- 
in-chicf. It was not an accident, nor an 
oversight. Xor does the president hesi- 
tate to assume all of the responsibility. 
Secretary Root had written out orders 
commending the retiring lieutenant-gen- 
eral, but President Roosevelt would not 
authorize tlmir publication. 


The president's reasons for this action 


are, in brief, as follows: 
He thinks it 


would not have been honest of him to 
praise General Miles. He does not ap- 
prove of General Miles' conduct. He be- 
lieves Hint officer guilty of acts which 
were unworthy an American soldier. He 
believes that, but for his 
(Lhe 
presi- 


dent's) 
magnanimity. General 
Miles 


would have been courtmartialed or re- 
'tired a year ago., with a stain upon his 
record. Thus believing, the 
president 


could not stultify himself by dealing out 
complimentary 
platitudes 
to 
General 


Miles, there would have been no sincerity 
in his prai.se, and lie felt that the coun- 
try would know lie was insincere. Worse 
still, if be praised Miles, the public would 
say he bad done it for the purpose of 
averting criticism and to ease his way 
to a reelection. 
The president did not 


wish to appear in any such light as that, 
and after deliberation he concluded the 
honest and manly thing for him to do 
was to permit the lieutenant-general to 
pass from the active list without a word 
of comment 
from 
the 
eonimander-in- 


chicf. 


* * * * 


Of course it is useless to try to tell 


the country that there are 'two sides 
to this story. 
The .people, as a rule, 


sympathize with General Miles, and are 
inclined to put all the blame upon 'the 
president nnd Secretary Root though the 
latter has .tlwnys treated General Miles 
with the utmost consideration. Without 
any sort of doub't the president should 
have been Willing to forgive even if he 
could not forget, and accord to General 
Miles upon his retirement 
the formal 


commendation which he has earned long 
a.go. 
At the same time the admirers of 


General Miles should know that he is 
not blameless. He lias been a mischief 
maker for several years. He has been 
playing politics and doing things which 
he had no right to do in the post which 
be occupied. 
He could not get along 


with Presidents Cleveland, MeKinley or 
Roosevelt: He was at "outs" with Sec- 
retaries Lament,-Alger and Root. With 
very few exceptions all .the officers of 
the army condemn him. It cannot be 
possible that all these other people are 
at' fault and that General Miles alone 
is a, saint,.

Then the kindly 
Mrs. Brown, who had gone to the sta- 
tion with her friend as a consoler, 
learned the awfnl truth and returned 
to her desolate home a widowed 
mourner, while Mrs. Bragg, who had 
gone to tho station a supposed be- 
reaved woman, returned as a comfort- 
Ing friend, thanking God for a soldier 
still spared'to her."

cowai for profit believe that when a. 
cow reaches the age of seven or eight, 
j'eara her jnseful years are over and. 
she should: be replaced by one younger/ 
Other things being equal, this Is a mis-; 
take, according to Dairy and Cream-[ 
ery, A. cow that has been well cared; 
for, with .generous: rations and proper 
attention, is better and will make a 
inore profitable return at eight years, 
than at any earlier age. She is thenj 
in her prime and .will not be considered1 
an old cow until fourteen or fifteen; 
years have passed. .Cows with first: 
calves—at two or three years—are gen- 
eral.iy unprofitable in their milk yield,' 
and one really good .cow between seven- 
and eight years old will pay a better, 
revenue than two that are performing: 
their first year's duties in the dairy: 
herd. Moreover, she will probably con-! 
sume but little more. 


The. Dairy Cow. 


The dairy cow is not large because 


It would require more feed to main-! 
tain a large carcass. The beef cow is; 
large because she is sold by the pound.: 
The dntry cow .has a prominent large 
backbone because she must be pos-! 
sessed of strong constitution and great 
nerve power. She is light In the hind 
quarter because heavy quarters would; 
be useless, expensive to maintain and- 
Interfere with the location of the ud- 
der. The udder Is large because she 
produces large quantities of milk, and 
the udder is a part of. the necessary 
milk making machinery. The line of 
connection where the udder joins the 
body is as long in a good cow as the; 
distance from the ndder to the fore 
legs. 


New World'a Dairy Record. 


The Holstein cow Sadie Vale Con- 


cordla, that recently made a butter fat 
test of 30 pounds 10:10 ounces of but- 
ter in seven days, has completed a 
thirty day test. During this time she 
gave 2;754.6 pounds of milk, which by 
the Babcock test was estimated to con- 
tain 123 pounds 8^4 ounces of butter. 
.Both of these are new world's records. 
The cow is owned by McAdam & Von 
Heyne of New York, and the test was 
made, under the supervision of Profess- 
or C. C. Cole, representing the Cornell 
experiment station. 


Profit In Ra.lainBT Calves. 


I find it does not pay to raise even 


pure bred calves unless they are of 
registered stock and have- a pedigree 
that will make-them sell for more than 
the common stock. It would pay farm- 
ers in the districts where land is cheap- 
er, but for us who are near the cities 
pure bred stock or heavy milking cows 
are the only lines which it pays to 
keep.—Charles H. Ellsworth in Ameri- 
can Cultivator.

. IVliy Strlpplnira Are Hlch. 


In referring to. the matter of, rich 


strippings, or last of the milking, Hood 
Form Topics says: 


"Numerous explanations have been 


given of the .reason why strippings, or 
that portion of the milk which is last 
drawn from the ndder, is the richest. 
Butter fat, being of such low specific 
gravity compared with the watery por- 
tion of the milk in which it floats, has 
a tendency to rise to the upper portions 
of the;udder, Just as it does when the 
milk Is set for cream raising. When 
the cream so rises, it naturally follows 
that it will be the last to come away In 
the operation of milking. 


"That there la a marked difference in 


the quality of milk first drawn from 
the cow compared with that which 
comes away toward the finish was 
clearly shown by an experiment car- 
ried out some time ago by a well 
known dairy expert.. He found that 
while the-average percentage of butter 
fat in the first pint: of milk withdrawn 
from the cow worked-out to only 1.32 
per cent, the butter fat in the strip- 
pings, or the last half pint, amounted 
to over 0 per cent. There was hardly 
nny difference in the percentage of the 
other solids present in tap flrst drawn 


.with, the last drawn 


DAIRYING WITHOUT ICE. 


HO^V. to;:jljatee Good. Bntter In Sam- 


' iiicr Time. 


• There 'are many farms with a few 
cows-, or perhaps only one, which are 
no't' convenient to a ejty,Jwitii Ice an 
impossible luxury and wfi'ere for 'tMs, 
reason the housewife believes she can- 
not make good butter in summer time. 


But even than good butter can be 


made if one knows how to meet ad- 
verse conditions and will take the nec- 
essary trouble, says a writer in the 
Sunny South,. One prime requisite, of 
course, is cleanliness. There should be 
enough milk vessels so that they need 
not be, all. used ..constantly. If possible 
there should be vessels empty and air- 
ing one day for use the following day. 


The milk vessels should be rinsed out 


and thoroughly cleaned with tepid wa- 
ter before scalding,: for hot water 
would otherwise cook the milk into the 
crevices, when it would be difficult to 
remove. 


A good way is to rinse out each tin 


with cold water and then thoroughly 
scrub it- inside and out with a 'gener-, 
ous supply of warm water. After which 
treatment scald each piece- with boil- 
ing water. 


Without Ice it is quite necessary to 


churn every day in warm weather, 
keeping the milk'In the coolest place, 
which is never In the kitchen. 


Skim the morning's milk and mix the 


cream with the night^ rbllk, and it will 
be "set" and ready to churn neit morn- 
ing. 


The churning-mnst be done early— 


by sunrise in fact. The cream Is then 
at the right temperature, and the butter 
will be as firm and nice as ono could 
wish. 


By-" swinging the dish of buttar with 


a stout cord drawn' into the well it will 
remain cool and the butter hard enough 
to slice. 


How to COPT Miaalon Furniture. 
A clever imitation, of the popular 


mission furniture designs may be ob- 
tained by a. dull green stain applied 
carefully to old splint bottomed chairs 
nnd settles. Any person who is skillful 
with the saw and hammer can easily 
produce odd little tables or bookstands, 
their square -shaping being very easy 
of execution. Oxidized gilt or silver 
nails give the necessary finishing touch. 


HOTT to Malce Coflee Cake. 


The delicious kaffee kuchen of Ger- 


man origin and served here as coffee 
cake or cinnamon buns may be made at 
home still better. The following direc- 
tions are taken from What to Eat: Use 
a quart of flour, a pint of milk and one- 
half cake of compressed yeast set In 
a sponge at night In the morning add 
to this two eggs well beaten, one-half 
cup of butter, one-fourth cup of sugar 
and another half pint of flour. These 
Wigredients must be well stirred togeth- 
er before adding them to the sponge. 
Knead the-mixture for fifteen minutes, 
put in shallow buttered pans and let it 
rise; then-brush over the surface of 
the dough with egg mixed with a little 
milk and then sprinkle thickly with cin- 
namon and powdered sugar. Bake in a 
slow oven half nn hour or longer if not 
sufficiently browned. 


How to Tlemg Silk Skirt*. 


To make a silk skirt keep fresh look- 


ing, sew loops under the flounces and 
hang it upside down when not In use. 
Hanging in this way in the opposite 
direction to which they are worn 
makes them stand out, and gives a 
skirt with somewhat crushed down 
flounces a new lease of life. 


IfOTT to Clean WlndowH. 


Use newspapers for window clean- 


ing. Fold the paper into a pad, wet it 
and squeeze out as you would a sponge. 
Rub vigorously over the panes, taking 
care to have the paper wet enough to 
let the water run in streams down the 
glass. 
When you have rubbed the 


glass leave it for a few minutes and 
then polish with a dry.newspaper. Low 
priced newspapers are best for window 
cleaning, as they are not so stiff as the 
more expensive papers, and the use of 
them will not only save the wear and 
tear of dusters, but will produce a 
better polish than the ordinary method 
of cleaning. 


How to Teat Tea,. 


An .excellent way of testing tea la to 


put a teaspponful into a glass of water 
nnd shake it thoroughly. If the tea is 
pure t£e .water will be a pure amber 
tint, but if adulterated strougly col- 
ored. 


HoW to Hake a RemedT For Bvraa. 


One of the best remedies for burns 


may be made at home in this way: 
Mis equal parts of linseed oil and lime- 
water and shake the bottle until it Is 
like cream! To apply, pour on cotton 
and wrap with old linen or muslin. 
Keep cotton, muslin and cord around 
the bottle so' it is ready in case of 
emergency. To make liinewater, pour 
hot water on unslaked lime and let 
settle, being careful not to inhale the 
fumes.

water over them. If of long standing 
soak the Hnen.in A. 'solution qf chloride 
of lime until the stains disappear; then 
wash through several clean waters.
